Foraſmuch then as your Office is both 
of ſo great excellency, and of fo great dif- 
ficulty, ye ſee with how great care and 
ſtudy ye ought to apply yourſelves, as. well 
that ye may 1ſhew yourſelves dutiful and 
thankful unto that Lord, who hath placed 
you in ſo high a Dignity ; as alſo to beware, 
that neither you yourſelves offend, nor be 
occaſion that others 3 Howbeit ye 


cannot 
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cannot have a mind and will thereto of 
yourſelves; for that will and ability is given 
of God alone: therefore ye ought, and 
have need to pray earneſtly for his Holy 
Spirit. And ſeeing that you cannot by 
any other means compaſs the doing of ſo 
weighty a work, pertaining to the ſalvation 
of man, but with doctrine and exhortation 
taken out of the Holy Scriptures, and with 


a life agrecable to the ſame: conſider how 


ſtudious ye ought to be in reading and
